Joseph Tumulty., secretary to Wil- 
son during the eight years in the 
white house, stood alone in the 
crowd, far back beyond the reach of 
bis former chief's voice. Former Sen- 
ator Hitcheock, of Nebraska, who 
conducted the league of nations fight 
in the senate, and Samuel Gompers, 
were in the front rank. Senator 
Swanson, of Virginia, an old friend, 
was in an upstairs room with mem- 
bers of the family. Rear Admiral! 
iCary T. Grayson, the Wilson physi- 
cian, was on hand, Houston Thomp- 
son, of the federa] trade commission, 
assisted Senator Glass. who intro- 
duced the former president. 

Cheer His Granddaughter. 

Mrs. Wilson, wearing a bright red 
picture hat, stood just behind her 
hushand while he spoke. 

The crowd remained after Wilson 
went inside. Soon some one called 
for William G. McAdoo, Wilson’s 
son-in-law, who has been in Wash- 
ington for several days, but who left 
town a few hours before.

Knowing that a cotton fam- 
ine threatens the country, the British 
are getting ready to devote vast tracts 
of country in central Africa to the 
production of the staple; and the gov- 
ernment of Queensland, Australia, 
has set aside 100,000 acres for experi- 
mental purposes and has offered to 
pay a bonus of from five to eight 
cents a pound on all cotton produced 
within the state. 

Is Work of Years. 


“But, even if they do try to grow 
cotton in these countries, it will be 
some years before they can bring 
to maturity a worthwhile quantity of 
the staple. In the meanwhile, indus- 
try in America and Europe will suf- 
fer because of a shortage.” 

Mr. Jordan said the negroes, whose 
labor is depended upon to pick and 
prepare the cotton market, as well as 
to plough the land and plant it, are 
leaving their southern homes by the 
hundreds of thousands. “Jf they get 
settled in the north, it will be dif- 
ficult to get them back; though,” he 
declared, “cotton is in their blood, 
and it would take ‘more than migra- 
tion to eet it out.” 

Not Local Question. 


“I am glad to say that the spin- 
ners, the leaders of the cotton ex- 
changes and the heads of other grext 
industries are awaking to the fact 
that this is a national, not a loca), 
question,” said Mr. Jordan.

In the one paragraph in which the 
treaty was mentioned, however, 
there is a significance that will 
provoke international comment, 
and although coming from the quiet 
retirement of a figure not now in 
public life, it may even shake the 
allied nations into new adjustments. 


The paragraph in question fol- 
lows: 

“That we should thus have done a 
great wrong to civilization, and at one 
of the most critical turning points in 
the history of mankind, is the more 
deplored because every anxious year 
that has followed has made the ex- 
ceeding need for such services as we 
might have rendered more and more 
manifest and more and more pressing, 
as demoralizing circumstances which 
we might hate controlled have gone 
from bad to worse until now—as if to 
furnish a sort of sinister climax— 
France and Italy between them have 
made waste paper of the treaty of 
Versailles and the whole field of in- 
ternational relationships is in peril- 
ous confusion.” 

It is the last four lines of this 
paragraph that will stir the world. 

His charge that ‘France and 


Italy between them have made waste 
paper of the treaty of Versailles” 
undoubtedly is an indictment of 
France for her military occupation 
of the Ruhr, and for her present 
attitude toward defeating the ex- 
pert survey of Germany’s resources, 
as proposed by’ Lord Curzon: and 
accepted by Secretary Hughes, and 
in which this government has agreed 
to officially participate, thus break- 
ing her post-war policy of isolation. 

The indictment against Italy is 
undoubtedly because of her attitude 
of force in the recent treaty by 
which Greece was humbled and hu- 


miliated as well as for an alleged 


secret alliance with France in main- 


taining a formidable combination of 
power on the continent in opposi- 
tion to the spirit of universal peace 
for which the treaty of Versailles 
stands. 

At any rate, however much opin- 


ion may differ as to these indict- 


ments, the very fact that the ghosts 
of monarchism are stalking over 
Germany today with quickened de- 
signs, thus seeking to destroy the 
one outstanding blessing resulting 
from the war victory of democracy, 
may lead to this direct, terse and 
world-significant expression from 
Mr. Wilson becoming the founda- 
tion for new adjustments of thought 
and action throughout the world. 

On the whole the address was

munity. There is not now and, in my 
opinion, there will not be during the next 
five years sufficient white refined arsenate 
fo supply the demand. We may go cven 
further and state fairly definitely that 
the demand for refined white arsenic will 
exceed the supply by ‘early twenty per 
cept. This alone should definitely setile 
any possibility of an ‘llusion as to ten-cent 
arsenate. 

It is always better to deal with facts and 
‘figures than general statements. For ex- 
ample, the consumption ¢f arsenic fer th's 
year will be about 18,000 tons, divided as 
follows:

All these are minimum ‘figures and based 
insofar as calcium arsenate ig concerned.

Statements have been made time 
and time again that the planter cannot 
afford to pay more than ten cents, a state- 
ment that, of course, is fallacious. The 
price ‘the planter can afford to pay for 
calcium depends entirely upon the price he 
gets for his cotton. Prior to the war when 
cotton was sold at ten cents and under and 
calcium arsenate plus !abor cost the planter 
a larger proportion of his expenditures, the 
expense was undoubtedly almost prohibitive 


but today where we have cotton at thirty- 


three cents, the proportionate caicium cost 
is so low that the planter can safely figure 
on a higher yield per acre, under boll weevil 
corditions, than he could at any other time. 
For example, with roughly 38,000,000 acres 
of cotton land under cultivation and bo’! 
weevil infestation coveriag practically all 
it, it is definitely known that a carioa 
of calcium arsenate will successfully dust 
a thousand acres. On the basis of our 
est'mated manufactare of calcium arsenate 
for the coming season of 1,000 carloads, this 
means obviously that about 1,000,000 acres 
of cotton can be properly dusted and that 
37,000,000 must necessacily go untreated. 
Before the boll weevil invasion the av- 
erage price of cotton was perhaps ten cents 
per pound and the average price of seed 
$20.00 per ton. At the present time and 
perhaps for several years to come the

The use of arsenicals in agriculture is in- 
creasing year by year and will continue 
to do so simply because up to the present 
at least the insects have been winning the 
battle against man. It is only necessary 
to consider the inroads that insect pests 
have made in recent years and the entire 
failure to do more than partially contrvl 
them. The San Jose scale, the potato bug, 
the gypsy moth and the boll weevil are 
outstanding examples, ‘oO say nothing of 
the mosquito and the house fly. The battle 
man is engaged in with the insect is a 
titanic one and it need shock no one that 
the bold statement is "nade that man is 
by no means certain of winning the fight. 

Arsenic alone has proved to be definitely 
effective against the insects. The needs for 
arsenic must still increase for years ‘0 
vhe natural sources 
of arsenic are in such inaccessible places 
that 
the cost of mining it in’ many cases ‘s 
prehibitive. The market price of white 
refined arsenic today ‘s fourteen and one- 
half cents. Last January it rose to J6 
and there is by ne means an 4ar- 
surance that it will not rise still higher 
within sixty days. 

Calcium arsenate requires 40 per cent of 
pure white refined arsenic. The manufee- 
ing costs -will run a trifle higher. than 
four cents a pound, to which must be added 
lime, freight and profit. Under these con- 
ditions, it is easily seen that the manufac- 
sales price must parallel almost 
exactly the market price of arsenic, There 
is no escape from such economic facts as 
these, notwithstanding 
to produce for the southern planter an 
adequate gupply of arsenate at 2” reasonable 
cost Let me repeat once more, ten-cent 
culcium arsenate is an lusion, There may 
be a few carloads sold at that price, but 
the average will rise to a much higher 
level, and it must be based on the cost of 
arsenic plus fabricating entirely irrespective 
of any political consideratiov whatever,

For a short pe 
riod the surtaxes yielded much reve- 
nue, but their productivity has been 
constantly shrinkiff and the treas- 
ury experience shows that the rates 
now in effect are progressively be- 
coming less productive of revenue. 

“The high rates put pressure on 
taxpayers to reduce their taxable in- 
come, tend to destroy individual ini- 
tiative and enterprise and seriously 
impede the development of productive 
business. Taxpayers subject to the 
higher rates cannot affor.!, for exam- 
ple, to invest in American railroads 
or industries or embark upon new en- 
terprises in the face of taxes that 
will take 50 per cent or more of any 
return that may be realized.

For Higher Pay

For Policemen 


Urging an increase of $20 per 
month in the pay of Atlanta police- 
men and declaring that although citi- 
zens depended upon these officers for 
protection of property and life and 
limb, yet “acquiese in a policy of in- 
justice which we knowW to be wrong,” 
Rey. John W 
Baptist Tabernacle, Sunday night 
spoke to & crowded house at the Sun- 
day night service. Four hundred mem- 
bers of the police force and their fam- 
ilies attended the service. 

_The pastor spoke, he said, from the 
viewpoint of an ex-officio member of 
the police board and declared that 
three years’ service had given him a 
“sympathetic attitude toward this 
splendid body of men and a personal 
knowledge of their hopes, disappoint- 
ments and struggles.” 

I believe the public if informed 
would be heartily in favor of a de- 
cided increase in salaries. It is a sad 
‘fact that there are janitors of 
churches and public buildings, floor 
sweepers in factories, unskilled la- 
borers, and others who are drawing 
'better salaries than policemen, and 
‘are not required to purchase three ex- 
pensive uniforms annually to do their 
work in, as the policemen are ex- 
pected tp do. 

“Living costs have been soaring 
and it is becoming an increasing prob- 
lem for the policemen to pay exor- 
bitant house rents and high prices 
for food and clothing in order that 
his family may have the benefits of 
church and school. After purchasing 
uniforms, policemen lIfee unable to 
| have citizens clothes in order that he 
| may attend church. The wife of the 
average policemen would like to buy 
a new coat, dress and hat at least 
once in three years, but our unspeak- 
ably hard dealings with him finan- 
cially prevent this. 

“We are guilty of a social sin that 
needs to be repented of and aban- 
doned. We would be quick to con- 
emn private corporations who em- 
ployed skilled labor at such a low fig- 
ufe. The policemen are helpless in 
that they can not belong to a union 
and invoke the strike to demand bet- 
ter wages while skilled laborers in 
other lines are at liberty to do so 
whenever they feel the Situation de- 
mands it. We would not respect the 
policeman, if they should strike and 
yet we by our silence and acquies- 
ence in a policy of injustice give ap- 
proval to that which we know to be 
wrong. 

“One of the effective ways in re- 
moving temptation, corruption and 
bribery from the policemen is to give 
| him an adequate living wage so that 
his family can enjoy some of the or- 
dinary privileges and benefits of life 
as his next door neighbors. Three 
years of intimate association with the 
policemen of the city as an ex-offi- 
cio member of the police department 
board has given me a sympathetic at- 
titude toward this splendid body of 
men and a personal knowledge of 
their struggles, hopes and disappoint- 
ments at the lack of public apprecia- 
tion. 

“[ am pleading for a raise of 320 
per month in the salaries of these 
hard working. conscientious men who 
can not speak for themselves. Any- 
thing less than this amount would 
not be justice or fair dealing on the 
part of a great city. Let’s stop kick- 
ing and knocking the policemen and 
boost them. He is human and subject 
to all the frailties of all the rest of 


us, but has a hear and so much that 
is good in him an encouragement 
with a kindly word and a better wage 
scale will make of him a much more 
efficient public servant.”
